In New York, the state’s eight 
members of the house who faced 
opposition easily won renomina- 
tion. Among them was Daniel A. 
Reed, 72-year-old Republican 
member of the house since 1919. 

Rep. Vito Marcantonio got the 
American Labor party’s nomina- 
tion again in New York’s 18th dis- 
trict without opposition. The 
ALP also nominated Rep. Leo 
Isacson in the 24th district. Isac- 
son was elected to the house orig- 
inally with the backing of Henry 
Wallace, the Progressive party’s 
presidential candidate.

VANCOUVER, B. C. ()--An 
engineering twist of the wrist 
turning a cataract on edge--has 


made the Fraser river of western 
Canada the world’s richest salmon 
stream. 

Dollar for dollar, the Fraser 
runs eclipse even those on the 
mammoth Columbia, where giant 
dams have thrown one barricr af- 
ter another in front of the home- 
coming Chinook. Yet the upper 
Fraser was almost a lost. river, 
salmon-wise, for more than 30 
years: 

It’s a much 


turbuient stream 


smaller than the Columbia, but it | 


reaches 500 miles north; probing 
both the Rockies and the Coastal 


range for its water. Sockeye, 
pink and silver salmon pile into 
its mouth near Vancouver” in 


hordes, heading for the hundreds 
of miles of tributary streams and 
lakes high inside Canada. 

Tarly in the journey they weave 
without trouble through Hells 
Gate, where the engincers niade 
a million dollar miracle. It was 
at Hells Gate 35 years ago that 
« haymaker was swung at 
salmon, 

‘In 1913 and 1914," says the In- 


ternational Pacific Salmon Fish- | 
cries commission, “railroad  con- 


struction caused slides to oceur in 
a narrow canyon of the Fraser 
river known as Hells Gate. Al- 
though this canyon is about 130 
miles up from the river mouth, 
the big runs had their spawning 
grounds above this point. The 
Canadian government ordered the 
contractors to remove the debris. 
Much of it undoubtedly was re- 
moved, but the runs were not re- 
stored.” 

The Fraser at Hells Gate is like 
a band of sheep charging through 
a narrow ehute —all white wool 
and plunging hysteria. Coming 
home from the sea, the salmon hit 
this maelstrom and disappear. 
I’or years people thought they 
were going safely through because 
very few dead salmon were found 
below. 

But experts found the sockeye, 
Which can leap a waterfall higher 
than your head, lacked — strength 
to battle the long stretch of wild 
water, They fought it until they 
pasesd their normal spawning per- 
iod, then sank to the silt of the 
river bottom, Or they turned 
back to downriver tributaries and 
died there. 

Canada and the United States, 
working together through the com- 
mission, learned that the loss over 


the years was “about one and 
one-quarter billion dollars’, has- 
ed on the 1943 price of salmon. 


The commission handed the Hells 
Gate problem to its engineers, 

The engineers needed a new 
wrinkle and a “wrinkle” is what 
they came up with. . They built, 
tall, narrow conerete boxes with 
“baffles” poking inward from 
either side. Water pours around 
these in serpentine fashion and 
below each baffle is an eddya 
resting place for the upward- 
bound salmon. 

The boxes, one on each side of 
the river at Hells Gate, are 40 
feet tall. This spring the flood 
waters crested 60 feet above that, 
without affecting the operation of 
the fishways. 

They were completed in 1945 
and pink salmon, which return to 
spawn in two-year cycles, passed 
Hells Gate in a flood last year,
